In February 1952 the Kosingegun labor party office and the Cegingangemyin 
recreation center were operating salterns as a welfare project and exc) 


the salt with civilians for food. Bight men, four from the labor party office 
and four from the recreation center, were developing the shore salterna to 


Brovide five hundred sacks of salt this year. 


Jn February 1952 the North Korean army and other government organizations 
had priority over civilians iu obtaining rations of fish and fish products 
in the Ke Sgun areca. United Nations! air ani sea activity restricted 
the fishing to an area 200 meters to 300 meters off shore. The price of _ 
1 Kilogram cf mackerel when sold to army.and government officials and to 
civilians was 41 won; the price of 20 mytngt'aec when cold to army personnel 
was 600 wor, and when sold to civilians 800 won. Fishing enterprises in 
Kosong-gun included the following:

Medical Facilities 


Between June 1951 and August 1951 dengue fever, resulting from malnutrition, 
was fatal to 120 residents of Namsa-ri (0589/3097/6849) in Changjon-ni 
(128411, 36-44) (DT-2987) and to 250 residents of Onjydng-ni. In August the 
population of Namea-ri was 320 and of Onjydngeni 2,500. Between September 1951 
and November 1951 residents of Koséng~-gun sterilized clothing with steam. 
During October residents received injections and inoculations. In January 
1952 the people's hospital closed; two infirmaries opexed in January for 
administering only to army and government personnel, affording priority 
treatment to persone possessing social insurance hospital tickets. Civilians 
had to obtain medicine through their own efforts. Im February 1952 a 
disinfecting station and infirmary were at Kosong-gun, 


labor Conscription 


Prior to late December 1951 residents of Kosing-gun were recruited to trans« 
port ammunition and food by hand from Ch'amsaem (128415, 38-36) (DT#3572) 

and Sinp'ung-ni (128-05, 3h0i3) (DT~2085) to the Wolbi mountain (128-18, 3837) 
(pt-3974) front. In iste December five trucks began to move the supplies 

from Ttongch'on (12754, 385%) (DU-0506). Since late December one person 

from each family had been conscripted for road construction work at Onjongeni 
for a period of 19 days each month. Each person so conscripted was being 
required to provide his own food and to sleep at the site of the reconstruction. 


Evacuation 


On approximately 20 July 1951 about 8,500 persons were evacuated from Kosing« 
gun to Chongp'yong (127-22, 3948) (CV¥~6006). On approximately 25 September 
1951 about 4,300 persons fram KosGng+gun, including families of members of 
county police, were also evacuated to Chongp'yong. Each person received salt 
and about 200 grams of rice and other cereals daily. The cyacuees lived in 
underground shelters which they constructed. Excepting persons engaged in 
fishing or employed in the fisheries associations and the consumer's golld,- 
All*residents of Kostegagun Rad beer moved by February 1952 to mountain 

centers in Onjong-ni and Ch’angdae«ri which had been selected for the residents 
by government officials. In order to avoid United Nations’ air attack, offices 
of KosOng-gun political and cultural organizatiqns had been moved to Onjong-ni 
py February 1952. These offices included the Kosongegun branches of the NKLP, 
the Korea Democratic Party, the Farmers’ Union, the Women's Union, the Democratic 
Youth Union, and the Fatherland Defense Association. 
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Security Measures 


ebri 1952 village authorities of Kosdng-gun were recruiting civilian 
et pele BCT ehildren over 12 years of age and women for guard duty 
at village entrances ani crossroads. These persons were unarmed and are 
night and day. Que member of each family in Onjdng-ni was being conscrip 
for this duty once every month. Police were standing guard only on special 
occasions. Civilian guards questioned clyilians only » while North Korean 
army personuel were responsible for all travelers, including police and 
soldiers.
